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With brush, cut in a narrow 
"safety strip" around wood- 
work, along ceiling line and 
in corners. Do this as you go. 
Then roll the Roller-Koater into this narrow strip 
while it is still wet, completing the wall or ceiling area. 
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To clean Roller-Koater used for Super Kern- 
Tone or Kem-Tone, wash in hot, soapy water, rinse, 
hang to dry. Roller-Koaters used for oil-base paints 
should be cleaned first with paint thinner, then washed 
in hot soapy water and rinsed in clear water.

Whether you paint your home yourself or 
prefer to hire a painting contractor, you should 
choose your brand of house paint with great 
care to assure the best return on your invest- 
ment in terms of years of service. 

Here, briefly listed, are the characteristics of 
a top-quality house paint for which yon should 
look when you select the paint for the exterior 
of your home. 



1. Ease of application, A good house paint should apply 
easily to conserve your own time or the time of the 
painting contractor and his painters. 

2. Uniform coverage. A top-quality house paint covers 
die surface uniformly without thick and thin spots 
to cause uneven wear and to mar the beauty of 
your home. 

3. Smooth, tough film. To protect your home from 
weather and wear, a good house paint produces a 
smooth, tough, enamel-like film that the elements 
can't penetrate and dirt can't adhere to. 

4. Uniform gloss over varying surfaces. To assure proper 
adherence to all parts of your house, a top-quality 
house paint dries to a uniform gloss regardless of 
differences in porosity of the surfaces. It does not 
look spotty either when first painted or later, as 
the film wears away. 

5. Uniform color retention. A good white paint should 
stay white . . . not turn a dirty gray or yellow with 
age. Colors should retain their true values. 

6. Keeps itself clean. A good paint keeps itself clean in 
two ways, (1) by providing a gloss to which dirt 



cannot adhere readily and (2) by actually washing 
itself as it ages, a process that paint chemists call 
"chalking." Slow, controlled chalking is what a 
good house paint should give you, 

7. Quality control. Only a reputable paint manufac- 
turer follows a strict program of quality control to 
make certain that every gallon of house paint you 
buy from him is the best that can be made. 

8. Maximum economy. A good house paint provides 
beauty, and protection for your home for a long 
time before repainting is necessary. It is a matter 
of simple arithmetic that a paint which costs S6.50 
a gallon and lasts 5 or 6 years is a better buy than 
one which costs $4.00 a gallon and lasts 2 or 3 
years. On top of that, remember, it costs just as 
much in your own time or hired labor to apply all 
inferior paint as it does to use the best quality. 
Moreover, repairing cheap paint failures is a very 
time-consuming and expensive job. 

9. Manufacturer's reputation. In the final analysis, since 
everyone cannot hope to be a paint expert, your 
besf bet is to depend upon the reputation for qual- 
ity that the house paint manufacturer has earned.

Stirring House Paint 

The solids in paint settle to the bottom, leaving the oils on 
top. Pour off about 2/3 of this into a separate clean pail, 
and blend the rest well into the solids. Then pour back 
the oil a little at a time, stirring thoroughly. After stirring, 
pour paint from one can to the other several times to 
make sure it's thoroughly mixed. 



Do Not Thin SWP House Paint 

SVVP comes ready to use, requires no thinning. It gives 
you the best protection when brushed on at the consis- 
tency it comes in the can. If, during work, SVVP House 
Paint thickens, add a small amount of turpentine or paint 
thinner. Read the label on the SVVP can before you open it. 



The Best Painting Time 

Cool, dry days are best, when temperature ranges between 
60 and 80. Never paint when temperature is below 60. 
Never paint right after a rain . . . allow 3 good drying 
days. Wait for the dew to dry before you start, and stop 
before it falls at dusk. No paint will cling over moist or 
damp surfaces. Windy days make poor painting days, too 
. . . dust and bugs blow onto the wet paint, and paint 
spatters can blow great distances, spoiling lawns, shrub- 
bery, walks and so on. 




Painting Shutters, Screens 

Frames of screens and storm sash need paint for protec- 
tion. It's easier to paint them if you lay them flat . . . can 
be done in garage or basement. 



Be Sure to Remember 

... to paint on the underside of window sills and railings to 
prevent absorption of water ... to work paint well into all 
joints to make them as watertight as possible ... to seal 
nailhcacls and knots with shellac to prevent staining ... to 
make sure ladders are firm and safely set . . . to keep all 
your painting equipment assembled conveniently ... to 
keep cans tightly covered when not in use ... to prevent 
fire hazards by burning paint rags when job is done. 



Protect Shrubbery, Walks 

Cover them with paper or plastic drop cloths, and clean 
up spatters with turpentine within an hour or two. To 
paint behind shrubbery, tie it forward gently but firmly. 
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TAKE CARE OF YOUR 
BRUSHES 

For short periods (overnight or a few 
days) between painting, suspend 
brushes in turpentine or Exolvent. 
Don't let bristles touch the bottom 
of the can. Cover can with alumi- 
num foil as tightly as possible. 
Before using again, work the tur- 
pentine out. 

When job is completed, clean brushes in 
turpentine or Exolvent. Shake out and 
dry with a cloth. Then wash in hot, soapy water, rinse, 
shake out and dry. While still damp, wrap in paper 
so that bristles are kept straight and protected from 
dust. Lay them flat to store.

The finish coat of paint can be no smoother than the surface 
over which it is applied. So your first step toward the best 
possible paint job is to examine the exterior of your home 
and make sure it is in proper condition for new paint. 

To guide you in your checkup, we point out the most com- 
mon "danger zones" and tell you what to do about them 
before you start any painting whatever. 





Window Sills, Porches, Steps 

Is paint cracked, chipped, flaked? 
Replace damaged wood and remove 
all old paint. Apply SWP #450 Under- 
coater, to get these surfaces ready for 
the finish coat of SWP House Paint. 




Windows 

Is putty loose, allowing moisture to work 
inside and dry rot the inside window-frame? 
Clean out loose putty and prime the 
wood with S WP#450 Undercoater.

Is their any break in the paint film, any 
loose or open joint?

The Siding 

Has old paint flaked, chipped, cracked, 
blistered?

Gutters, Downspouts, Eaves 

Are they clogged or rusted?

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Painting a house isn't a small job. But you can 
make it easy for yourself. You don't, for example, 
have to do it all at once. You can do a side at a 
time, if you like. Begin on the least visible side, and 
save the front until last. 

The best idea is to plan a schedule that lets you 
take it in easy stages . . . based on whether you're 
going to devote weekends or your vacation to 
painting. Here we list a few points to consider in 
making up a schedule geared to the time you have 
available. One word of warning! Don't paint late 
in the evening . . . the dew dampens the surface 
and prevents paint from adhering and may cause 
loss of gloss in the finish coat of paint.

The Brushes You'll Need 

Use good-quality brushes . . . they hold 
more paint, put on a smoother coat. 
Use a 4" or 5" brush for siding, 2" for 
trim work, a sasli tool for windows, and 
a painter's duster to dust off areas as 
you come to them. Pay special attention 
to window sills, joints, under edges of 
siding . . . dust settles in such places. 



ESTIMATE ENOUGH PAINT! 

The amount you need varies with the condition of 
the surface. To determine the amount usually re- 
quired, compute the square feet to be covered by 
multiplying the distance around the house by its 
average height. 




Example: — Length, 2 sides, 40' long 80' 

Width, 2 sides, 20' long 40' 

Total Distance Around 1 20' 

Multiply by average height 

plus 2 feet 15' 

Total Square Feet ] 800 

SWP #450 Undercoater covers approximately 450 
sq. ft. per gallon. Therefore, divide 1 800 by 450, 
resulting in 4 gallons needed for priming. For top 
coat, SWP' House Paint covers 500 to 600 sq. ft.

Handling the Brush 

If you've never painted a house, prac- 
tice on an area that doesn't show. Use 
lona;, sweeping arm strokes. Fill brush 
about l 2 the bristle length. Put paint 
on in a few generous daubs. Then, with 
right and left strokes, spread them to- 
gether. Finish off with a sweeping stroke 
in one direction. You'll be surprised 
at how fast it goes. 



Order of Painting 

Begin at high point of house and work 
down, painting across the full side. If 
you're going to "call it a day" before 
the entire side is done, stop at a natural 
break . . . like doors or windows. Paint 
under the siding lap first, then smooth 
the siding. Complete one side of the 
house before stopping. 



When to Do Trim Work 

You can paint it as you come to it, or you 
can do it first. The trim around one 
window makes an easy evening's job . . . 
that means you need to have only one 
window closed and unscreened at a time. 



Porches and Steps Last

Filler, first. Wipe in across the grain and sand when dry. Then 
apply 2 coats of Mar-Not Gloss according to label directions, 
followed with a third in Satin Finish if you prefer a hand- 
rubbed look. If you wish to darken the wood, use Oil Stain 
before applying the Wood Filler. Then, tint the Wood Filler with 
Oil Stain to match, and apply it. 



Closed-grain hardwood like maple, and soft woods like pine, 
need no filling. Sand smooth and apply Mar-Not Varnish 
according to label directions. 

When old floors are in poor condition, you can hide the faults 
with Flo-Lac Varnish Stain which will stain and varnish the 
floor at the same time. Or you can remove the old finish entirely 
by sanding, then treat as new wood . Electric sanders may be rented.
